The inventions of claims 1,7-11 are described in document cited in the ISR 
and therefore do not appear to possess novelty or inventive step. (Document 1 
describes a database updating system in which database definitions are updated 
based on version information. See the flowcharts in figures 3 and 4 concerning the 
operation for verifying versions.) 

The inventions of claims 2-6 do not appear to involve an inventive step over 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the ISR. Applying a technique in which a source table is 
locked when reorganizing the active DBMS table described in document 2 with the 
database updating system described in document 1 would be easy for a person skilled 
in the art (in regard to locking source tables, see paragraphs 0042-0047. In regard to 
log acquisition, see paragraph 0036.) 
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
